IN STANCES FROM THE EAST. 


Sir John ‘h. Bucknill,. who was 
Attorney-General in Hongkong, ang 
Afterwards Chief Justice of the 
Straits Settlements, and. is now in 
India, discusses, in a letter to The 
Times, some cases of mistaken pre- 
sumption of death, from which the 
following extract is of interest to 
our-readers:—A Chinese “Towkay” 
(leading: man) of ‘Malacca, . who 
was engaged as a merchant in a 
large’ way of business, Jeft-his home. 
to go to Rangoon (where’ he wat 
interested in trade i in rice) for one 
of his periodical visits; he expected 
to be away for some few months. 
He was a well-to-do gentleman, 
owning: in the neighbourhood of 
Matacea a quantity" of house pro- 
perty and land. | His wife ke Jett 
behind..,, He’ did not return for 
several ‘months; ‘but two Chinese 
men arrived in Malacca: and saw 
his wife, telling her ‘that her hus- 
band had died in‘their presence i 
Rangoon not long previously and 


that they had been present aot his 


funeral. He had left no will, and 
the wife applied to the Malacca 


‘Registrar for letters of adminis- 


tration tc his estate; the two men 
and she swore affidavits which 
thoroughly satisfied: the Registrac 
that the gentleman was dead. -He 
was, perhups,, not ‘sufficiently cau-’ 
tious; but he issued letters of 
administration to'thd lady, who 
sold most,-if not all, of’ her hus- 
band’s immovable property forvex- 
cellent value, at auction with the 
sanction of the Court; the proceeds 
in cash were: dissipated; it was 
alleged that one (at feast). of the} 
two men obtained a good deal of 
the money, hut they both dissbpett: 
ed, 


Quite a considerable time after 
all’ this had happened—some 
months had elapsed—the husband 
repurned to Malavea; he had been 
unexpectelly detained in various 
places, « It is possible. (for it is 
not wrong in any way, according to 
the Chinese view .in, Malaya) that 
he had another wife and family in 
Rangoon. At any rate, on his re- 
turn (very much alivé) he found 
himself presumed dead, his proper- 
ty sold, and his wife the only victim 
upon whom’ he gould vent “his 
wrath. . She was prosecuted, “put 
fotind not guilty by a jury which 
thought she had been. deceived ‘by 
the two visitors. The ‘“Towkay” 
brought actions against the. pur- 
chasers of his property;-but the 
sales had been conducted with the 
direct sanction of the Court and 
the price paid to the administra- 
trix, and hid actions were’ dismiss-
